Rumored That She Made Known the Identity of 


The Assassin—Many Have Theories as to the 


Perpetrator of the Crime.

Rising Sun, Ind.. Dec. 11.—Miss Eliz 


s beta Gillespie. the victim of an un 
known assassin, died yesterday after 
noon. She never recovered conscious 
ress. A report, which cannot, however 
be confirmed, is that in the last few 
hours she murmured the name of he 
slayer. If she did so the secret is kep 
by the watchers around her • bedside 
who mav tell before the srand Jury 
what happened. The little town is in 
a frenzy of excitement and rage. The 
popularity of Miss Gillespie, her gen 
tleness and kindness and her efforts to 
advance the educational interests o 
her neighbors and friends has made 
the brutal murder the most startliiij 
crime that has ever taken place in this 
section of Indiana. 


Hope for the recovery of the young 


woman was abandoned from the time 
rhe was shot, and the authorities start- 
ed at once on the vigorous inquiry 
wliicn is still in progress, but which 
has brought no tangible results. Sus- 
picion seems to point to one person, 
and it is 'alleged that the motive foi 
the murder 1s well known, but to 
charge so fiendish a crime against any 
one without absolute proof as to glint 
is more than any officer of the law has 
tlie temerity to do. 'The storv of the 
f-mpty sheH'foitnd only a short distance 
from Miss GHlespie's home has been 
related.

It was ascertained that 
the motor was the first to give way 
and some of the fragments being driv 
en against the boiler with tremendous 
force, upset the boiler and caused the 
second explosion, which did the most 
damage.
